mal school building last evening and 
it is probably a fact th at most of our 
homes were represented In the vast 
assembly. 
Fully one thousand per­ 
dus were in tho splendid auditorium 
to hear the only address of the even- J 
.af. while hundreds were inspecting 
the beautiful library and other part* 
of this magnificent structure who 
conli not get into the auditorium . 
The speech was delivered by Con- 
gre»man J. J. Esch. who chose for 
bls subject "The Legislative History 
of the Normal Schools of Wiscon* 
sn.” 
The interest of the speech led up 
gradually to the point of the election 
of a new senator in 1904 for La 
Crosse and Trempealeau 
counties, 
who in the session of lo o s modestly 
asked for an appointm ent on the ed­ 
ucation committee and was appoint­ 
ed This new senator went to work 
steadily, patiently 
and 
wisely to 
bring the eighth norm al school to 
La Crosse. 
Mr. Esch quoted the inscription 
on the tablet in St. Paul s Cathedral 
in memorial to its great architect, 
Sir Christopher W ren, which sava: 
“If you would see his m onum ent look 
around you.’* 
"Tom's" M onument 
“That,” said Mr. Esch. "is tho 
fitting monument of the man of 
whom I have been speaking.

It will be utterly 
impossible a t one session to work 
out and pass all the laws mrhich are 
necessary to protect the public in the 
m atter of the conservation of our 
natural resources. It is too much to 
hope th a t any effective legislation 
will be passed against the united op­ 
position of all the forces that desire 
the public domain when by the de­ 
feat of such legislation, is to gain 
possession of the rem aining w ater 
powers and coals in the possession of 
the government. 
"Undoubtedly, the position of Mr. 
Ballinger th at those wanting wa­ 
ter power sites and coal lands can 
obtain them unless congress takes ac­ 
tion will be eminently satisfactory 
to these parties. This position will be 
unsatisfactory to the people. Have 
we not a right to ask th at th e 
administration withhold the public 
lands containing natural resources 
until congress has passed apropriate 
legislation to conserve them to the 
people, or else direct the executive 
authority to dispose of such lands? 
Only in this way can the public be 
protected. The plan of Mr. Ballinger, 
if carried out, will certainly sacri­ 
fice th at portion 
of 
the public 
domain containing w ater power sites, 
coal and mineral still belonging to 
the people.
